SUBJECT:  35g – Innovative Community Library Grants 
 
The Michigan Department of Education is announcing a grant to eligible school 

districts that have established innovative community libraries. Section 35g of the 
state school aid act (MCL 388.1635g) provides a total of $1 million in competitive 

funding to be split among 20 grant awards. To be eligible, a district must have an 
established innovative community library that meets all of the following: 
 

• The library provides for the engagement and connection of readers. 
• The library provides for resources that are used to further reading skills. 

• The library provides for the involvement of community volunteers and 
donations. 

 
In addition, an eligible school district may partner with an existing library to provide 
an innovative community library and, for the purpose of this grant, an innovative 

community library does not need to be in a physical building. 
 

Grants will be awarded in the following manner: 2 first-place grant awards, 2 second-
place grant awards, 2 third-place grant awards, 2 fourth-place grant awards, 2 fifth-
place grant awards, 2 sixth-place grant awards, 2 seventh-place grant awards,         

2 eighth-place grant awards, 2 ninth-place grant awards, and 2 tenth-place grant 
awards. 

  
The application is now open and will remain open until Tuesday, March 15, 2022. The 
application can be found at this link.
